ke Hereas great Care hath been taken for Regulating the Apparel and Ha- 
bits of all Scholars of whatſoever Rank or Degree within the Univer- 
ſity , and in order thereunto certain Models and Patterns of Gowns, 
Capps, and Habits to be worn by all Members of the Univerſity , of 

what Degree, Condition and Quality ſoeyer , have according to the 
Statutes of the ſame been made and faſhioned, and now remain in a 

Preſs by the Veſtry of the Conyocation Houſe, for Recourſe to be had 

unto them upon all Occaſions ; yet notwithſtanding divers Graduats 


nours of all Colleges and Halls ſhould inform all their Scholars in their reſpe&tive Houſes , what 
Sorts and kinds of Gowns, Capps, and other Scholaſtical Habits, and Apparel are to be worn in the 
Univerſity, and likewiſe to cauſe a Copy thereof to be affixed in ſome publick Place of their reſpe- 
Qtive Colleges and Halls. And moreover. they do prohibit all Scholars of what Degree or Quality 
ſoever the uſe of wearing in publick, Hats, much more Hats buttoned up, Crevatts, and Bands. 
commonly called Crevatt-Bands, or Falling-Bands. And they do further require, that the Names 
of thoſe that will not be reclaimed by this Admonition, be ſignified to Mr. Picechancelbr , to be 


puniſh'd, as the Statutes of the Univerſity 1n that Caſe direct. 
Models and Patterns of ScholaStical Habits. 


L. Servitors Gowns to haye round Capes, and Sleeves hanging behind the ſhoulder without 
Buttons. 

IT. The Battelars Gown altogether the ſame with the Servitors,excepting that the Cape be ſquare. 

ITI. The Commoners Gown to be diſtinguiſhed from the former, by having half a Dozen of But- 
tons on each Sleeve, not exceeding the price of Five Shillings the Dozen , nor the Bigneſs in the 
publick Pattern. 

IV. The Gentlemen-Commoners Gown to be Half-ſleeved , and (1f they pleaſe) to have Buttons 
not exceeding Four Dozen, nor the Rate of Five Shillings the Dozen , nor the Bigneſs in the pub- 


lick Pattern. : 
V. A Baronetts and Knights Gown , the ſame with the former, only diſtinguiſh'd (if they pleaſe) 


with Gold or Silyer Buttons. | 
VI. Noblemen to wear (if they pleaſe) Coloured Gowns of the fame with the former. 


VIL Bachelours of Arts, and Foundation-Men , that are Undergraduats , to wear Wide-ſleeyd . 
Gowns, the Sleeves not reaching beyond the Fingers-ends , nor above an Ell in Compaſs. The 
Bachelours Sleeves to hang at length , the Foundation-Mens turned up to the Wriſt. 

VIIE. None to wear Mourning-Gowns, unleſs upon a Cauſe approved by the Head of the Houſe, 
and to be allowed by the Yicechancellor, and Proftors. And thoſe Gowns ſo allowed to be made 


of Cloth. 
IX. Servitors, Battelars, Commoners , Gentlemen-Commoners of all Conditions, being Un- 


dergraduats, to wear round Capps. 

X. Gentlemen-Commoners to have a Hat-band round their Capps; Knights, Baronettsand Noble- 
men being Undergraduats, to have Velvet Capps, with Silyer or Gold Hat-bands. The Square Capps 
not to exceed the Breadth of twelve Fingers ; and the Undergraduats Capps to have no Tuffts. 

XI. That Perſons ſtudying the Law , above Four Years Standing in = Univerſity , and being 
Enterd in the Law-Book, be permitted to wear a Half-ſleey'd Gown without Buttons , and a Square 
Cap. And that no other Perſon of what Condition ſoeyer, preſume to wear a Square Capp, but only 


thoſe who are allowed by Statute. 
' It was likewiſe at the ſame Meeting of the Heads of Houſes agreed upon , That no Taylor 


within the PrecinAs of the Univerſity, preſume to make any Scholars Gown, ofany other Faſhion 
then what is above preſcribed, under the Penalty of being Diſcommoned, and Interdited all 


Commerce with the Uniyerlity.
